The North became a powerful revolution- 
ary base in a short space of time. 

Had the powerful democratic base not 
been built in the North, we might have 
failed to defend the country’s independence 
and the revolutionary gains from the U.S. 
imperialists’ aggression. 

The Party has strengthened the democra- 
tic base politically and economically by con- 
centrating all energies on carrying out the 
socialist revolution and socialist construc- 
tion after the war in the North and turned 
the democratic base into the most reliable 
revolutionary force for achieving the 
country’s unification. 

With the aim of firmly building a founda- 
tion of independent national economy while 
rapidly stabilizing and improving the peo- 
ple’s living which was severely deteriorated 
due to the war, the Party laid down the 
basic line of post-war economic upbuild- 
ing—priority growth of heavy industry 


with simultaneous development of light 
industry and agriculture. 
The basic line is another fine example 


of the creative application of the Marxist- 
Leninist theory on extended reproduction 
to the concrete situation at home. 

In transforming agriculture and private 
industry and trade along socialist lines, 
the Party adhered to the Marxist-Leninist 
principle and creatively applied it to the 
concrete situation in our country. 

In agricultural co-operativization, the 
Party adopted the policy of firmly relying 
on poor peasants, entering into an alliance 
with middle peasants and transforming rich 
peasants.

It was quite reasonable in view of the facts 
that the national bourgeois of Korea were 
feeble, and were interested in the democratic 
revolution under the colonial rule of Japa- 
nese imperialism and in addition, their 
economic foundation was weakened owing 
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to the Korean war. The private industrial- 
ists and traders were thus _ successfully 
transformed along socialist lines, joining 
the ranks of the socialist working people. 

At every stage and period of revolution 
the Party has always set forth a correct line 
and, combining it with its skilful leadership, 
mobilized to the full the enthusiasm of the 
masses of the people, creators of history, 
thereby carrying through its line without a 
hitch. 

The vitality and all-conquering might o 
the Party leadership lie in the fact that th 
Party has thoroughly implemented its mas 
line built up on the basis of the brillian 
traditions of the popular work method an 
style which were established in the perio 
of anti-Japanese partisan warfare.

With the Fourth Party Congress at hand, 
flames of innovation are now flaring up in 
all domains of socialist construction. 


Notable progress has been made also in 
the struggle of the Korean people for the 
peaceful unification of the country since the 
Third Congress of the Party. 


The April (1960) uprising of the South 
Korean people, which reflects the catastro- 
phic crisis of the colonial rule of the U.S. 
imperialists over South Korea, overthrew 
the traitorous Syngman Rhee regime, with 
the result that a big change took place in 
the development of the pommel ites eae in 
South Korea. 


However, following the April popular up- 
rising the US. imperialists lost no chance 
in fabricating the Chang Myun régime, 
another set of puppets, through terror and 
fraud-governed “elections.” The new govern- 
ment, as is clearly known to all, is nothing 
but a successor and rehash of the Rhee’s. 
Little change, in fact, took place in the peo- 
ple’s life. 

In South Korea political unrest and disor- 
der are becoming aggravated as the days. 
go by. For the South Korean people to be 
delivered from such catastrophe and hard- 
ships as they are undergoing today, the U.S. 
ageressive army should be withdrawn from 
South Korea and then the peaceful unifica- 
tion of the country be realized. 


The South Korean people of all Wales of 
life, inspired by the positive measures of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea for the peaceful 
unification of the country and_ the great 
achievements made in the northern part of 
the Republic in socialist construction, are 
raising their voice in demand of the peace- 
ful unification of the country and against 
relying on foreign forces. 


Development of the situation in Korea— 
the firm consolidation of the revolutionary 
democratic base in the North and the irre- 
pressibly strong desire of the South Korean 
people for unification—throws light on the 
fact that the peaceful unification of the 
country is drawing near.

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“wn HE Chullima movement is the general 
t line of socialist construction laid down 
by the Workers’ Party of Korea. 

“The Party has declared the Chullima 
movement to be the general line of socialist 
construction in Korea, the movement being 
pushed ahead at a dashing speed by the 
working class and the entire people who 
have taken the will of the Party to heart. 
Hi wever, for the Chullima movement to 
assume such character, it had to go through 
‘process of struggle filled with great cre- 
os innovations of the entire working 
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eople. 
The Chullima movement sprang from the 
atriotic movement for greater production 
nd economization, which the December 
(1956) Plenum of the Party Central Com- 
mittee appealed to the entire Party member- 
ap and the entire people. And it must be 
added, when the Party Central Committee 
Sent out the appeal, the nation was indeed 
Tacing a difficult period. 
_ When the Korean people, having finished 
the Three-Year Plan (1954-56), undertook to 
1 Mplement the First Five-Year Plan 
(1957-61), they were confronted with a very 
: plicated and difficult situation. The 
JS.-sponsored anti-Soviet, anti-communist 
Propaganda was noisier than ever. In step 
With this, the traitorous Syngman Rhee 
Clique were clamouring loudly for “March 
North.” And within the Party, anti-Party 
and counter-revolutionary sectarian  ele- 
ts challenged openly the Party and the 
revolution. Moreover, because of the severity 
Of the destruction wrought by the war, the 
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Ories and enterprises restored and reha- 
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bilitated during the Three-Year Plan were 
still insufficient to produce enough to meet 
the needs of the population. 


Taking into consideration the situation 
prevailing in the country the economic plar. 
for 1957 was drawn with wide prospects. 
The plan, however, was opposed by some 
conservatives. But the Party called upon 
the entire Party and the entire people to 
execute and overfulfil the vast 1957 plan. To 
this end the Party having grasped the main 
link of the Korean revolution and _ basing 
itself firmly on the revolutionary mass line 
of Marxism-Leninism, appealed to the 
entire Party and the people to explore all 
latent possibilities and carry out maximum 
production and economization. At the same 
time Comrade Kim I] Sung and other Party 
and Government leaders went down to work 
places to consult with the masses. If any 
problems arose, they saw to it that answers 
were found. Comrade Kim I] Sung and other 
leaders set an example in mobilizing the 
enthusiasm and creativeness of the masses. 

Responding whole-heartedly to the call of 
the Party, the working class and the people 
faithful to the Party rose up overcoming 
every obstacle. While waging a still more 
intense struggle against counter-revolu- 
tionaries and anti-Party sectarians the 
working people put up a resolute fight to 
smash conservatism and mystery about 
technique. Thus in all spheres of the nation- 
al economy the outdated work norms and 
standards were cast aside to be replaced 
gradually with many a world shaking 
miracle. The high upsurge in the country’s 
socialist construction took its first step. 


In 1957, as compared with 1956 gross 
industrial output of state and co-operative 
industries grew by 44 per cent, a great 
achievement attained by the people who had 
worked determinedly, faithful to the Party 
and loyal to the country. In every way it 
was a hard-fought battle for the people. 
They had to tighten their belts. It was a 
reflection of the unbending spirit and mass 
heroism of the Korean people’ which had 
been handed down by the Korean partisans 
who fought Japanese imperialism and which 
had been manifested during the war unlea- 
shed by the U.S. imperialists. 


The Red Letter addressed to the entire 
membership by the Party Central Committee 
in September 1958 was the motive force 
for raising the Chullima movement to a yet 
higher level. The Letter coming at the junc- 
ture when the socialist transformation had 
been completed in the urban and_ rural 
districts and when the country had just 
undertaken the technical reconstruction of 
the national economy, inspired the entire 
Party members and the working people to 
the uninterrupted innovation and continued 
march, and to a new upsurge. 


Measures taken by the Party for over-all 
irrigation, electrification, and mechaniza- 
tion in the rural areas worked many more 
miracles in conquering nature. 


Projects that ordinarily would have taken 
many years under the Japanese rule and 
in capitalist countries were completed in a 
few months or in one or two years. No less 
than 380,000 jungbo of land was put under 
irrigation in six months, thus the acreage 
under irrigation in the northern part of the 
country has expanded sevenfold compared 
with the pre-liberation years. 

It was at such a time, in spring of 1959, 
that members of the Jin Eung Won work- 
team of the Kangsun Steel Works initiated 
the Chullima Workteam Movement. The new 
movement is the highest form of socialist 
emulation. Through this movement based on 
the Party mass line the workers aim not 
only at overfulfilling the production targets 
but also at living and working in a com- 
munist way fostering the spirit of positive 
mutual aid among comrades, and pushing 
forward a collective technical innovation 
drive. It was a developed form of the 
Chullima movement in scope and profundity. 
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In the following two years, by the begin 
ing of March 1961, some 25,000 -workteam 
had joined the Chullima Workteam Move 
ment and 1,195 of them embracing son 
26,000 working people had won the honoura 
ble title of Chullima Workteam, 22 work 
teams winning the title of twice Chullim 
Workteam. In this movement are embrace 
not only industrial branches, but als 
agriculture, construction, transport, co 
merce, education, public health, science a 
cultural and art fields. 


Sweeping away the remnants of the ol( 
stagnant society, the movement is gainin 
momentum in building up a new socialis 
morality, vigorous and healthy. Thousan¢ 
upon thousands of. labour innovators hay 
emerged from this movement. And ever 
where a new type of man is appearing, 
man who regards labour as a source 
happiness and honour and who possess 
the communist morals—“One for all and 
for one.” 

The First Five-Year Plan was complete 
in gross industrial output value in two an 
one half years, industry growing at th 
average annual rate of 45 per cent in th 
first three years of the Five-Year Plan. Al 
this was a living testimony to the vitaiit 
of the Chullima movement. 


In the spring of 1960, new energy wa 
added to the Chullima movement by the it 
structions given by Comrade Kim I] Sun 
at the Chungsan-ri village, which came t 
be known as the Chungsan-ri_ spirit an 
work method. The Chungsan-ri instructio 
were an embodiment of the traditions oi t 
mass work method formed by Comraé 
Kim Il Sung during the anti-Japanes 
partisan period, adapted to the new cond 
tions of today. 


With the Chungsan-ri method the targe 
for the year of adjustment (1960) we 
successfully implemented. The year witness 
ed the greatest bumper crop that Kore 
ever saw, enhancing the peasants’ livifl 
standard up to or above the level of middl 
peasants of the past. However, the signif 
cance of the Chungsan-ri instructions doe 
not lie only in the above mentioned fae 
It lies also in the fact that the Party aml 
government organs improved their wot 
system and method in accordance with t 
new condition and great changes wef 
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‘effected in all fields of socialist construction. 
~The Chungsan-ri spirit and work method 
_ have rallied the entire Party and _ people 
more firmly than ever around the Party 
Central Committee, serving as a motive 
force for preparing the people to successful- 
By implement the Seven-Year Plan which 
will hasten the day of the country’s unifica- 
_ tion. 

But let no one think that the Chullima 
march of the Korean people, which has 
“wrought so many miracles, came of itself. 
Firstly, the Chullima movement sprang 
from the desire of the people to shake off 
- the centuries-old backwardness even one 
day sooner and to live as well as any other 
people. 

_ The Korean people have been known down 
through history as a diligent, talented, 
_yesourceful and brave people. However, over 
along period the people were suppressed by 
the feudal rulers and subjected to the colo- 
nial plunder by the Japanese imperialists. 
The people knew only suppression and 
hunger. For centuries they had been in a 
_ backward state and chained in poverty. 


It was only after the August 15 (1945)

It was indeed a difficult time for the peo- 
le. But this only made them intensify their 
‘Stuggle. With a firm determination to 
dicate backwardness and poverty and 
uild a better, happier life we put heart and 
( ul in the post-war economic rehabilitation.

Herein 
fs the historic source of the Chullima 
vement. 


_ Secondly, the Chullima movement has its 
_ si in, and draws unbending strength 
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from, the brilliant revolutionary traditions 
of the Party. 


After the country’s liberation in August 
1945, our Party was established by the 
leading core headed by Comrade Kim 
Ii Sung, inheriting the brilliant revolution- 
ary traditions formed during the period of 
anti-Japanese partisan struggle. Since the 
Party is rooted so deeply, it could withstand 
all the hostile elements within and without 
and ensure successful execution of all tasks. 


The heroism exhibited by the Korean peo- 
ple during the Fatherland Liberation War 
was a heritage of the revolutionary tradi- 
tions of the Korean partisans who fought 
Japanese imperialism.

The March Plenum of the C.C. of the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea adopted a decision on open- 
ing the 4th Party Congress on September 11, 
1961. 

This decision has inspired fresh political and 
labour enthusiasm of the people who have risen 
up to carry out the Seven-Year Plan under the 
guidance of the Party. 

In factories and farms, at mines and construc- 


tion sites, in schools and communities, all are re- *

In the week following the announcement of 
the decision on convening the Party Congress, 
workers of the steel shop of the Hwanghai Iron 
Works produced 1,000 tons more of steel than 
in the previous week. 

Workers of the steel shop reconstructed the 
No. 3 and No. 4 open-hearth furnaces, increasing 
the capacity of each from 60 tons in the days of 
Japanese rule to 100 tons. Then they constructed 
newly a furnace which gives 600 tons of steel. 
And the output of steel in 1960 was nearly 4 
times that in 1956. 

Daily steel output rose from 773 tons in Janu- 
ary to 823 tons in February, 904 tons in March. 
On March 22, the figure reached 1,200 tons. 

At the news of opening the Party Congress, 
the employees of the Kangsun Steel Works held 
meeting, where they reaffirmed their resolu- 
tion to achieve greater results. 

A worker named Ri Shi Bok told the gather- 
ing that the people are firmly convinced through 
their own experiences that the Workers’ Party 
of Korea can bring victory and happiness to the 
people. Further he went on: 

“Greeting the Party Congress we are firmly 
resolved to overfulfil the state assignments, and 
‘we believe that the forthcoming Congress will 
bring forth great changes in the life of the peo- 
ple.

However, its shameless attempt only incurred 
greater indignation of the Cuban people and the 
people the world over and at the same time re- 
vealed its dirty character all the more clearly. 
U.S. imperialism once again stands fully exposed 
before the world as the most brazen and nefari- 
ous aggressor, the disturber of world peace and 
the security of mankind and the most truculent 
enemy of the Cuban people and the people the 
world over. Thus the U.S. imperialists suffered 
not only military defeat but also serious political 
and moral setbacks in the ugly anti-Cuban aggres- 
sive action. They now find themselves isolated as 
never before and placed in a tight corner. 


However, this does not mean that the struggle 
of the Cuban people for safeguarding their fa- 
therland and revolution have ended and that the 
U.S. imperialists have renounced their aggressive 
intentions against Cuba. 

As experiences show, the imperialists are not 
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willing to step out of the historical arena of their 
own accord but, proceeding from their true na- 
ture, they are always engrossed in war and ag- 
gresssion, and the greater defeat they suffer, the 
more frenzied they become. 

The fact that the U.S. imperialists are getting 
more vicious today when their mercenaries have 
been completely annihilated exposes the imperi- 
alists’ true savage nature. 

The U.S. imperialists do not hide their scheme 
to stage another aggressive act on an even broa- 
der scale against Cuba to recover from their re- 
cent defeat in Cuba. 

On April 19 U.S. President Kennedy calied 
the bosses of the Cuban counter-revolutionaries 
in the White House and discussed the further 
strengthening of their aggressive action against 
Cuba and on April 20 he said at a press con- 
ference that the United States “‘does not intend 
to abandon Cuba.’ U.S. Secretary of State Rusk 
declared openly that the United States had been 
rendering aid to the Cuban counter-revolution- 
aries and would continue to do so. 

Under the circumstances the Cuban people are 
heightening vigilance against U.S. imperialism 
all the more and strengthening their unity and 
are always ready to deal a crushing blow to any 
aggression of the enemy whenever they meet it. 

It goes without saying that as they frustrated 
the recent U.S. imperialists’ armed invasion at 
one blow, the heroic Cuban people will resolutely 
smash all aggressive machinations of the enemy 
by their united force and firmly safeguard their 
fatherland and the gains of their revolution with 
credit. y 

At the same time the world peace-loving peo- 
ple will keenly follow the U.S. imperialists’ ag- 
gressive intrigues and machinations against Cuba 
and will render warm support at all times to the 
fighting Cuban people.

ness of the Party’s economic policy, a policy of 
priority development of heavy industry along with 
the simultaneous growth of -light industry and 
agriculture, and the popular nature of the state 
budget. 

This year’s state budget is another demonstra- 
tion of the stability and popular nature of our 
state budget. Improvement of people’s wellbeing 
is the guiding principle in drawing up the budget. 

The year 1961 is the first year of the Seven- 
Year Plan, the main tasks for the first three years 
of which call for radical improvement in people’s 
living while continuously adhering to the general 
line of the Party on economic upbuilding — 
priority growth of heavy industry with simultane- 
ous development of light industry and agriculture. 


In accordance with the popular measures of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea, most of the revenue — 
an increase of 16.9 per cent is envisaged — will 
come from the socialist economy. The proportion 
of the income from the socialist economy in the 
total state revenue will increase to 96.2 per cent 
this year, whereas the figure was 74.7 per cent 
in 1956, 95.9 per cent in 1960. Altogether this 
year’s share from the socialist economy in the 
make-up of the yearly revenue will be 17.2 per 
cent greater than in 1960. At the same time, the 
proportion of taxes wiil decrease from 2.1 per 
cent in 1960 to 1.9 per cent this year. 


All this presents a glaring contrast with South 
Korea under U.S. occupation. 


As is known to everybody, in South Korea, the 
people are burdened with all kinds of taxes and 
levies, “state tax,’’ “provincial tax,’ ‘“‘county tax,” 

“land ae ie al ’’ “redemption grain for dis- 
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. tributed land,’”’ , ete. 


But, in the ae, taxes constitute a very in- 
significant “portion of the state income. It sys- 
tematically decreases year after year. Premier 
Kim I] Sung instructed that taxes collected from 
the people should be abolished in the near fu- 
ture. This year’s state budget is a clear manifesta- 
tion of the fact that our country will become a 
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tax-free country shortly. 

The popular nature of our state budget can 
also be seen in its expenditure. 88.1 per cent of 
the expenditure is to be spent for the expansion 
of production and the social and cultural services, 
an increase of 147.4 and 11.6 per cent as com- 
- pared with 1956 and 1960, respectively. 


This year’s budget envisages a large and con- 
centrated investment for accelerating agricultur- 
al mechanization, strengthening the technical 
equipment of fishing and local industries. Also 
the vinalon factory and other chemical plants will 
be constructed to supply the nation’s light indus- 
try with synthetic fibre; mining and metallurgical 
enterprises be expanded; the power bases be rein- 
forced. 


This year’s budget has also earmarked a large 
fund for social and cultural services — educa- 
tion, culture and public health. Expenditure for 
this purpose, accounting for 23.5 per cent of the 
total expenditure, will see an increase of 13.6 
per cent compared with last year and 4.5 times 
as against 1956. Large funds are also appropriat- 
ed for capital construction in the fields of educa- 
tion, culture and public health. 


Nearly all expenditure goes to the development 
of the national economy and social and cultural 
services, while the expenditure for the non-pro- 
ductive purposes such as the expenses of running 
the government and outlay for national defence 
decreased sharply again. Thanks to the peace- 
loving policy of the Workers’ Party and the gov- 
ernment, expenditure for national defence this 
year will show a decrease of 1.9 per cent com- 
pared with last year. Running the state organs 
calls for only 2.9 per cent in the total expendi- 
ture. ; 


The 1961 state budget envisages a large sum of 
supplementary appropriation for the rapidly de- 
veloping national economy and the growing social 
and cultural services. 
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The state budget shows again the superiority 
of the economic system of our country where the 
power is in the hands of the people. And, at the 
same time, it clearly manifests the popular na- 
ture of our state budget. 


The story is quite different in South Korea. 

The budget of the puppet government is drawn 
up to serve the U.S. imperialists and the puppet 
ruling circles. It aims at oppressing and plunder- 
ing the people. No less than 92 per cent of the 
South Korean government budget will be spent 
for maintaining the puppet army and police as 
well as the puppet government organs. 


Meanwhile, the fund for what they call water 
conservancy is 10 billion hwan less than in the 
previous year, comprising 2.3 per cent of the total 
expenditure. And only 4 per cent of the expendi- 
ture is for the ‘‘key industries and medium and 
small enterprises.” 


The true nature of the so-called “‘economy first 
policy’ and the ‘‘national reconstruction,’ so 
widely advertised by Chang Myun on the occasion 
of his accession to power, has been exposed by 
their anti-popular budget. Chang Myun’s hypocrisy 
has been denounced vehemently by the people. 
The puppet government’s budget envisages that 
87.8 per cent of the revenue will come 
from the taxes squeezed from the South Korean 
people. The U.S. imperialists and the Chang Myun 
clique thus impose a great burden of military and 
police expenditure upon the shoulders of the South 
Korean people who suffer abject poverty. 


Only the peaceful unification of the country 
will pave the way for the independent develop- 
ment of the South Korean economy and relieve the 
South Korean people from the misery of living. 
But the unification of the country cannot be 
achieved so long as the U.S. aggressors remain in 
South Korea. However, the days of the puppet 
clique are numbered and the U.S. colonial rule 
over South Korea is crumbling. No force can re 
verse the trend of tHe time.

Evil Laws 
Must Be 
Shattered 


A year has passed since the South Korean peo- 
ple rose demanding freedom, democracy and a 
new life, and knocked off Syngman Rhee. But 
little has changed so far as the people’s lot is 
concerned. 

Chang Myun and his company came into power 
riding on the victory won by the blood of the 
youths, students and people. Yet all the Chang 
Myun clique has done is to suppress the people 
after the fashion of Syngman Rhee. 

The “welfare state’ and “economy first’’ that 
Chang Myun promised were designed to mislead 
the people. Since Chang Myun came into power 
the South Korean economy has gone from bad 
to worse. And social chaos is only deepening. 
Unable to endure it any more, the people are 
intensifying their struggle in every part of South 
Korea against Chang Myun and for independence 
of the country. 

Yet the Chang Myun government, hoping to 
bolster its tottering machinery, has concluded the 
traitorous ‘‘South Korea-U.S. Economic and Tech- 
nical Agreement” with the U.S. government, an 
agreement to hand over the country on a silver 
platter to the U.S. imperialists. 


It is only natural that such treacherous acts of 
the Chang Myun clique arouse a still more furi- 
OuS indignation of the fighting South Korean peo- 
ple. Today the anti-American, anti-Chang Myun 
Sttuggle in South Korea is assuming a mass 
character. 

Frightened at the mounting wave of the people’s 
resistance the U.S. imperialists and the Chang 
Myun Clique have even set up a ‘‘counter-riot 
taining’ by the police and army. They refuse to 
draw a lesson from the fact that even the worst

fascist ruling machinery of Syngman Rhee could 
not stop the struggle of the people with all its: 
terror and violence. 

Working hand in hand with the U.S. imperial- 
ists, the Chang Myun clique thought out another 
set of evil laws, “the anti-communist temporary 
special law’? and ‘‘demonstration control law.” 

However, the South Korean people denounced 
these two evil laws as “‘a scheme to suppress by 
force the just expression of the people against 
the notorious Chang Myun government.” 

In Seoul, on March 22 a big mass rally was 
held to protest against the evil laws the Chang 
Myun clique were to enact. The rally was followed 
by big demonstrations. Columns of demonstrators 
marched demanding: “Down with the Chang 
Myun regime.’’ A mass rally was also heid in 
Taegu after which the people marched shouting: 
“Smash the evil laws and achieve peaceful unifi- 
cation.’’ Rallies were held in many other places.. 
Moreover, a united front of the people embracing 
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‘almost all the political parties and social organi- 
zations in South Korea as well as workers, peas- 
-ants, businessmen, teachers, men of culture and 
“the. préss grew in scope. 

In the northern part of the country many 
‘public meetings were held to express the support 
to the compatriots in South Korea fighting against 
‘the evil laws of the Chang Myun clique. 

At the rally held in Pyongyang on March 22, 
a letter addressed to the people of South Korea 
was adopted. 

The letter appealed to the people of South Ko- 
rea for a more positive mass struggle for free- 
dom, democracy, and_ the right to existence, 
to frustrate the Chang Myun clique’s scheme to 
draw up the evil laws, and smash every evil law 
including the notorious ‘“‘state security law” of 
Syngman Rhee. It stated further that the coun- 
try’s unification by the Korean people themselves 
is the only way to relieve the South Korean peo- 
ple from hunger, poverty, and non-rights. The 
letter emphasized that the national struggle to 
‘make the Yankees withdraw from South Korea 
-and save the country must be intensified. 


Dancing to the U.S. tune, as South Korean 
‘public opinion points out, the Chang Myun cli- 
‘que, however, keep scheming to enact the worst 
laws ever made in any place. In face of the re- 
solute opposition of the people to the “‘laws,”’ the 
‘Chang Myun clique have thought a way out. They 
‘took measures to incorporate the ‘‘anti-communist 
law” into Syngman Rhee’s notorious “‘state se- 
‘curity law.” 

According to the ‘‘anti-communist law,’ every 
political party or social organization not to the 
liking of the Chang Myun clique is to be brani- 
‘red as an “‘anti-state organization.’’ Under this 
law, “Intent” and ‘Preparation,’ not to mention 
-attempted offence, are punishable. Even those who 
attempt to come to the North in search of a new 
life are to be punished severely as an ‘“‘anti-na- 
tional act.’’ Moreover, the “‘law’’ is written in 
such way to provide for the punishment of those 
‘who “originate, preserve, transport, carry’? such 
materials as democratic writings and pictures of 
-anti-Chang Myun clique and even those who 
knowingly failed to “report to the authorities” 
‘about such materials. 

Under the draft ‘‘demonstration control law,” 
all demonstrations must secure permit from the 
authorities. No demonstrators are allowed to come 
closer to any public building than 20 metres! Then 
the law also forbids what it termed ‘“‘any viola- 
‘tion of traffic regulations,’ “‘abusive language,” 
“stooping at one place more than sixty minutes.” 

In this way the U.S. imperialists and Chang 
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Myun clique under the pretext of anti-communist 
move are violating the ardent aspiration of the 
South Korean people for the peaceful unification 
of the country by the Koreans themselves, and the 
early realization of North-South contact. The? 
scheme is to prolong the U.S. occupation of 
South Korea and turn it into a permanent U.S. 
colony. , 

In short, the ‘‘laws’ are designed in every 
sense of the word to suppress the South Korean 
people who demand an end to U.S. aggression in 
Korea and the traitorous Chang Myun regime. 
The people are struggling for democratic freedom 
and right to existence. Particularly, the “‘laws”’ 
are drafted with a view to curbing the activities 
of the ‘‘reformist movement’? in South Korea 
which emerged after the April uprisings last year. 


The ‘“‘laws’ brand all “‘democratic organiza- 
tions’ as ‘“‘anti-government’’ and all members of 
such organizations, all applicants, those who ask 
others to join and even those who express their 
sympathy with such organizations, are to he 
punishable by death or life-time imprisonment. 
With the ‘‘anti-communist temporary special law,” 
the Chang Myun clique are planning to outlaw 
all parties, except their own ‘“‘Democratic Party,” 
as “‘anti-government.’’ And it is designed to deny 
elementary human rights — freedom of speech, 
association, assembly, the press, and demonstra- 
tion. Every expression for the country’s peaceful 
unification will be smothered under these “‘laws.” 
No wonder then a South Korean publication Zut 
it in the following way: 

“No one will be safe under these laws!” 


To suppress the patriotic forces of the South 
Korean people, the ‘laws’ also foresee the mo- 
bilization of the army, not to speak of the puppet 
police and all the law enforcing organs. To all 
intents and purposes the “‘laws’’ will put South 
Korea under a permanent state of emergency. 
They are even worse than the peace regulations 
the Japanese enforced in Korea to suppress the 
people. 


The facts indicate that Chang Myun, casting 
aside the mask of democracy and assuming the 
role of a fascist dictator, is following the foot- 
steps of the traitor Syngman Rhee. 


The Chang Myun clique are hurrying their own 
Gestruction, as Syngman Rhee did. History has 
proved this. The South Korean people know sc 
well about the inhuman savagery practised by 
Syngman Rhee at the bidding of the U.S. im 
perialists, and what they could do about it. 

Under the label of ‘“‘anti-communist law’’ the 
army, police, and terrorists have been mobilized

Bankruptcy of the South Korean industry is: 
well reflected in the life of the South Korean 
workers. 

According to data released by the ‘‘Ministry of 
Public Health and Social Affairs’ of the South 
Korean puppet government, at the beginning of 
1960 there were some 990,000 workers in South. 
Korea. The credibility of this figure is not raised 
here, as it was in February 1960 that some South 
Korean publications gave the number of employ- 
ed at 550,000. At any rate 85 per cent of the 
total workers are concentrated in textile and food 
and other light industrial branches working on 
American materials. A sharp decrease is noted: 
in the number of metallurgical and engineering 
workers, 

Between 1943, before liberation, and 1955, ten 
years after liberation, the number of the South 
Korean workers in the metallurgical and machine-. 
building industries decreased by half, while the 
number showed a relative increase in textile and 
food industries. A further breakdown shows that. 
42.2 per cent of the total workers were employed 
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at enterprises, having more than 5 workers each, 
in the fields of textile, food and mining industries 
as well as transport, communication and civil en- 
gineering, 25.2 per cent at small-scale enterprises 
with less than 5 workers each. And 7.6 per cent 
were dockers and employees of U.S. army estab- 
lishments. The remaining were day labourers and 
those working in trading and service establish- 
ments. 


The key branches of the South Korean indus- 
try were systematically paralysed by U.S. im- 
perialism. At the same time the U.S. imperialists 
are working to strangle the revolutionary forces 
by checking the growth of the working class. The 
South Korean workers are concentrated for the 
most part in North and South Kyungsang Pro- 
vinces and in the Seoul-Inchon area; of the total 
South Korean workers, 29 per cent are in the 
Seoul-Inchon area and 42.4 per cent in North and 
South Kyungsang Provinces. This also illustrates 
the fact that industrial establishments in other 
areas were destroyed and accordingly industry is 
centred in the areas with harbour establishments 
advantageous for bringing in American raw ma- 
terials. 

As for the monetary and real wages of the 
South Korean workers, their real wages are no 
more than two thirds of wages in the days under 
Japanese rule. The wages paid to the workers 
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today hardly cover one third of the minimum liv- 
ing expenses. 


The following table shows the monetary wages 
of South Korean workers of various branches.

As the above table shows, since a worker earns 
too little to meet even the minimum needs of the 
family, it is out of the question for him to think 
about children’s education. Money for recreation 
is too luxurious to think about. In South Korea 
one movie ticket is 500 hwan.

workers do not receive even the starvation wages 
regularly. Very often their wages are withheld 
for several months. 

For instance, in the government-run Samchuk, 
Hwasoon, Eunsung, Nyungwol coal mines the 
wages were withheld for 4 months on an aver- 
age. In 1958, the workers in civil engineering 
were not paid for 15 months! Employees are 
given slips instead of cash, then usurers in col- 
lusion with the management cash the slips at a 
reduced rate of about 70 per cent of the face 
value of the slips. 

On top of everything the matter of unemploy- 
ment presents itself as a pressing social problem 
in South Korea today. Multitudes of jobless roam 
aimlessly about and numbers of them fall in the 
street from hunger. 

In Seoul city alone, the number of unemployed 
who died of hunger in the first seven months of 
1960 reached 650.

‘The aggressive 
ruling circles of the United States openly de- 
clare that 25 South Korean soldiers can be 
maintained for the same amount of money it 
would cost to maintain one U.S. .serviceman. 

U.S. “aid’? has another part to play in plun- 
dering South Korea. It brings to the U.S. mono- 
polies colonial super-profits through ihe sale of 
surplus goods at expensive prices, the shipping 
away of raw materials and semi-finished goods at 
low prices and the exploitation of the South Ko- 
rean workers. 

U.S. economic “aid” is a form of capital ex- 
port accompanied by commodity export. 

U.S. “aid” has played a decisive part in ruin- 
ing the South Korean national economy and plac: 
ing it.under U.S. monopoly control. 

By shipping into South Korea chiefly sonvine 
farm produce and other consumer goods of lit- 
tle importance for people under the label of 
“aid,” the U.S. imperialists have turned South 
Korea into a market for their surplus commedity.

Even according to official data released by the 
puppet South Korean authorities, consumer goods 
and raw materials accounted for 75 per cent of 
all the U.S. “‘aid’’ goods which had been shipped 
into South Korea by September 1959, and as for 
the equipment, which makes up an insignificant 
proportion, most of it is obsolete stuff discarded 
in the United States. 

The U.S. imperialists loan the ‘‘counterpart 
funds” or the money from the sale of their “aid’’ 
goods to the South Korean financial organs and 
industries for tightening their grip on the South 
Korean government’s finance and the South Ko- 
rean economy. The Industrial Bank of South 
Korea announced that at the end of 1959 
the ‘‘counterpart funds’ controlled by the U.S. 
made up 58.3 per cent of the total loans it grant- 
ed to the South Korean industries. 

The oppression and exploitation by the U.S. 
monopolies and flooding of the U.S. surplus 
goods have resulted in ruining the South Kore- 
an national economy and driving South Korea 
into bankruptcy. 

Industrial production in South Korea has 
dwindled to two-thirds of the figure in the pre- 
liberation days, and South Korea depends on for- 
eign countries for 80 per cent of the manufactur- 
ed goods it needs. 

Colonial deformity and dependence of the 
South Korean industry have assumed greater di- 
mensions. The textile industry, which accounts 
for 37 per cent of the output value in manufac- 
turing industries, depends on the United States 
for most of the raw cotton it needs, while the 
milling, sugar and rubber goods industries are 
operated with the raw materials from the United 
States. Major industries of South Korea such as 
power, textile and chemical industries have been 
so reorganized that they cannot operate without 
equipment, parts, feul and coal from the U.S. 
and without U.S. technical personnel. 

South Korea’s agriculture is also in a_ sorry 
state. Grain production decreases year after year 
due to U.S. surplus food. 

The South Korean journal Shintaiyang aptly 
compared the South Korean people’s living to a 
life of a man agonizing on the borderline of 
death. 


“The U.S: aid to South Korea,’ the Japanese 
journal Economist wrote, ‘‘has robbed South Ko- 
rea of its economic independence and brought it 
to ruin.” 

Even Radio Seoul commented: “U.S. aid has 
caused curtailment of domestic production, un- 
dermined the independent economy, thus plung- 
ing the people into a hard pressed condition.” 
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In South Korea, the consequences of U.S. 
“aid” are felt not only in the economy and peo- 
ple’s living but also in all spheres of social iLife. 
Endless, deep-going political chaos, social cor- 
ruption, non-rights of the people, menace of war, 
degradation of the national culture and the pre- 
valence of moral decadence are what U.S. “aid” 
has brought to South Korea. 

Referring to the true colours of U.S. “aid,” 
even South Korean politicians say that “it (U.S. 
aid) has paralyzed the independent role of the 
government and nation, benumbed their sense of 
national independence and fostered flunkyism- 
mendicancy among our people.” 

The picture of South Korea convincingly pro- 
ves that imperialists’ ‘‘aid’’ only puts the noose 
of aggression and plunder around the neck of 
the recipient country. 

The process of the total disintegration of co- 
lonialism can never be halted, no matter what 
crafty trickery the imperialists may resort to. 
The complete collapse of colonialism is imminent. 
The breakdown of the system of slavery under 
the impact of the national liberation movement 
is a development ranking second in historic im- 
portance only to the formation of the world so- 
cialist system. 

In the fifteen years since the end of World 
War II about 40 countries in Asia and Africa 
have cast off the colonial slavery and achieved 
independence. The victorious Cuban revolution 
has given a powerful impetus to the peoples of 
Latin America in their liberation struggle. 
Hundreds of millions of people in Asia, Africa 
and other parts of the world have won indepen- 


dence through fierce battles against imperialism. 


The imperialists never make a gift of freedom 


to the colonial nations. People can win their 
liberation and independence only through per- 
sistent struggle.

AST year the peasants in North Korea gathered an all-time 
L record harvest. They are now rejoicing over the result of 
their endeavour. 

Never before have the peasants of Korea been able to i 
their worthwhile life as today. 

Recent years witnessed a great revolutionary change ‘nig 
ing place in the rural areas of our country. Everything ‘has 
undergone a fundamental change—the life of the peasants, the 
looks of the countryside, as well as nature and the people. 

The peasants, the small: property owners of yesterday, who — 
eked out a scanty livelihood with little land, have become the — 
masters of the large-scale co-operative economy free from ex- 
ploitation and poverty. 

Agricultural productive forces freed from all bonds of old 
relations of production have entered upon a path of rapid up- 
surge under the impact of technical revolution of agriculture. — 

Fields are crisscrossed by the network of irrigation canals} 
tractors and lorries are replacing draught animais; modern — 
houses rise up where for years stood grass-roofed huts; and 
various cultural and public service establishments, schools, 
stores, kindergartens and nurseries are mushrooming. As the 
years pass by, the living of the peasants becomes more bounti- 
ful and their life more joyous. 5 

A fundamental change has taken place aiso in the spiritue 
al life of the people. United in the big family of coopera 
all the peasants live harmoniously. 

Such epoch-making changes are closely connected with the 


socialist transformation of the rural economy and the correct 


policy and wise leadership of the Workers’ Party of Korea, 
especially with the Chungsan-ri spirit and Chungsan-ri method - 
which swept the whole country after Premier Kim Il Sung’s 
on-the-spot guidance at the Chungsan-ri village in February last 
year. ; 

Agricultural co-operativization is, indeed, a great revolu- — 
tion in the countryside. 

After the liberation of the country, the solution of the 
peasant problem presented itself as one of the most important 
revolutionary tasks in our country. 

The historical land reform carried out in 1946 shook off 
the feudalistic land ownership which had chained millions of 
rural inhabitants in starvation and poverty, ignorance and non 
rights and paved the way to the rapid development of the agri- | 
cultural productive forces and improvement of the peasant 
living. 
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However, the land reform could not offer the 
timate solution of the peasant problem. Hence 
could not free the agricultural productive for- 
Ss completely. 

, ‘The majority of the poor peasants and hired 
ha nds improved their lot after the land reform

_ was. Moreover, the agricultural production 
ed on the private ownership gradually failed 
9 go in parallel with the large-scale nationalized

faterial foundation of the rural economy suffer- 
“severe destruction in the war unleashed by 
e U.S. imperialists and their lackeys and the 
lortage of labour power and draught animals 
Was keenly felt in the private peasant economy, 
i was difficult to ease the unbalance between in- 
Stry and agriculture, to solve the question of 
peasants whose number had further increas- 
d during the war and to enhance the deteriorat- 
: ed people’ s living. 

The socialist co-operativization of agriculture 
Wi the only way to ensure the rapid rehabili- 
at on and further development of the rural eco- 
lomy and rapid improvement of the deteriorated 
vi g of the peasants. And only by the co-opera- 
Wization of agriculture could the sources of 
0 an exploitation and poverty be done 
Way with and the countryside be transformed 
nto a rich, civilized socialist one. 

Proceeding from this, the Sixth Plenum of the 
entral Committee of the Workers’ Party of Ko- 
a held in August 1953, right after the cease- 
®, laying down the basic line for the post-war 
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Ploughing at the Jo Ok Hi Agricultural Co-op, Baichun County, South Hwanghai Province 


Bialist industry which was making rapid devel-_ 


national economic reconstruction and develop- 
ment, put forth the historic task of agricultural 
co-operativization. 

In guiding the movement for ‘the co-operativi- 
zation of agriculture, the Party correctly applied 
the Leninist principles of voluntariness and gra- 
dual development to the actual condition of our 
countryside. It correctly defined the form and > 
size of a co-operative and the method of pooling 
the means of production. 

In 1954, the Party led poor peasants and ac- 
tive peasants to organize a few co-operatives in 
every county, experimentally. This step was 
taken to lay a foundation for developing the 
movement extensively. 

In the experimental stage, these co-operatives 
demonstrated the superiority of co-operative eco- 


nomy over private peasant economy. A year’s 
success stimulated the peasants to join them. 
Thus from the winter of 1954 the movement 


went over to mass-scale development. 

In 1956, 80.9 per cent of the total peasant 
households joined the co-operatives. 

In August 1958 the agricultural co-operativi- 
zation was victoriously completed, simultaneously 
with the completion of the socialist. transforma- 
tion of urban private industry and trade. 

The agricultural co-operativization freed com- 
pletely the agricultural productive forces from 
all fetters of the old relations of production and 
paved a wide road for its development. And mil- 
lions of peasants became the masters of the 
united co-operative economy where all can enjoy 
a free and happy life. 

“The leaping development of productive for- 
ces, the further consolidation of co-operative eco- 
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nomy, the speedy improvement of the peasants’ 
living and the surging revolutionary spirit of 
our peasants—these are the results brought by 
the victory of the agricultural co-operativization 
in our rural areas and by the victory of the agri- 
cultural policy of our Party in the rural areas.” 
(Kim I] Sung) 

The system of co-operative economy cannot 
stand still; it must be developed and further con- 
solidated. Consequently, the merger of agricul- 
tural co-operatives was carried out between 
October and November 1958 throughout the 
country. 

This was a measure for solving the contradic- 
tion created between the relatively small scale 
of the agricultural co-operatives and the rapidly 
developing productive forces and for expediting 
the tasks of technical and cultural revolutions. 

The comparatively small scale of the co-op- 
eratives hindered to a certain extent the rational 
use of land, efficient organization of labour, 
many-sided development of the rural economy 
and introduction of modern machines and _ tech- 
nology, and _ further caused considerable waste 
and disadvantage in the extensive rural construc- 
tion. 

The merger of co-ops became a fully matured 
question now that co-operatives had been con- 
solidated politically and economically, the lead- 
ership and business qualification of the manage- 
rial cadres further enhanced and a large number 
of up-to-date farm machines and equipment could 
be produced and supplied to the countryside. 

Agricultural co-operatives were merged into 
one in each Ri, the lowest administrative unit. 
As a result, more than 13,000 co-ops were merg- 
ed into some 3,800, with the average number of 
member households per co-op increasing from 80 
to about 300 and the acreage of the arable land 
cultivated by a co-op extending from 130 to 500 
jungbo. 

With the amalgamation, the range of activities 
of agricultural co-operatives widened: the work 
of a co-op includes, besides economic activities 
ranging from production to distribution, trade, 
finance, educational and cultural work, public 
health, and public service. 

The merger of agricultural co-operatives into 
a Ri unit opened a new phase in further con- 
solidating agricultural co-ops organizationally 
and economically, in carrying on the technical 
revolution and thereby accelerating the develop- 
ment of the agricultural productive forces. 

Efforts were concentrated on the swift con- 
solidation and development of the material and 
technical foundation of the rural economy. 
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Irrigation, the keynote of the technical revolu- 
tion in agriculture of our country, has been com- 
pleted in the main. A large amount of the state 
investment was imade_ in irrigation and water 
conservancy projects. Pyongnam Irrigation Pro- 
ject and other large-scale irrigation projects 
were carried out on state investment, while the 
agricultural co-ops, too, undertook many medium 
and small scale projects on their own. Last year 
the total acreage of irrigated land in our country 
had reached over 800,000 jungbo or seven times 
compared with the pre-liberation days, and of 
the total paddy fields the acreage under irriga- 
tion accounted for 98 per cent. 

Our peasants who had long been afflicted with 
natural calamities have been freed once and for 
all from drought and flood. 

Whereas the countryside of South Korea un- 
der U.S. occupation suffered great losses in farm- 
ing last year due to the bad weather, our coun- 
tryside witnessed a record bumper harvest. 

Today electricity finds its way to the remote 
mountainous regions and an overall mechaniza- 
tion of agriculture is going on to advance the 
productive forces and at the same time to free 
the peasantry from hard and labour-consuming 
work. 

In 1960, 12,500 tractors, 839 lorries and 
49,000 trailing farm machines of various types 
worked the fields in the rural areas. The rate 
of the amount of major work done by machines 
in 1960 was: 94.7 per cent in ploughing; 92 per 
cent in land levelling; 65.4 per cent in field ad- 
justing; 43.5 per cent in furrowing and weeding; 
86.7 per cent in transport; 50.8 per cent in fodder 
cutting; and 92.7 per cent in fodder crushing. 

Now most of labour-consuming work is disap- 
pearing in our countryside and the labour pro- 
ductivity has been raised considerably. 

In one or two years mechanization of agri- 
culture will be completed all over the country. 
This year it is expected to be finished in South

The socialist co-operativized economy has 
brought about a fundamental change in the peas- 
ants’ living condition. The peasants’ income share 
has grown rapidly every year both in plain areas 
and mountainous areas. 

The average share of the per member house- 
hold in 1960 in the agricultural co-operatives was 
2.1 tons in grain or i130 per cent over 1956, 
540 kg. in potatoes or 151 per cent over 1956, 
and 300 won in cash or 3.2 times much more than 
1956. 

Today the living standard of the peasants of 
our country as a whole has reached the level of 
middle peasants or well-to-do middle peasants. 


It can be safely said that without the socialist 
co-operativized economy one cannot even imagine 
the enhancement of the peasants’ living to the 
standard of well-to-do peasants in only 6-7 years 
— peasants who had been shackled with poverty 
for centuries and especially those whose living 
was deteriorated seriously during the three years 
of the Korean war.

mo HIS year Korea set out on the Seven-Year 
f Plan which envisages a_ large scale con- 
struction of power stations, textile mills and many 
other factories as well as dwelling houses. Our 
workers are filled with great enthusiasm for 
building much more, more quickly, and more be- 
wutifully. 

Recently the workers, designers in particular, 
in the field of construction, inspired by Premier 
Il Sung’s instruction on bringing about a big 
novation in the field of construction, are dis- 
laying wonderful creativeness. 

Some time ago, designers of the Youth Cons- 
uction Designing Section, the Central Design- 
ig Research Institute under the Ministry of 
msport succeeded in designing a multi-storey 
use without reinforcing iron. According to the 
design, much materials can be saved. Compared 
with the former design of arch-style building, for 
example, the new design can economize, per 
Square metre, 14 per cent in building cost, 12.8 
per cent in labour, 25 per cent in lumber and 44 
er cent in cement. After this plan housing 
construction is going on on a wider scale in 
ongyang and Nampo. 

_ The designers of the Electrification and Signal 
Jesigning Section of the same research institute 
ceeded in laying effectively an electric line 
1 a tunnel without digging the ground, thereby 
momizing much more labour and materials 
nN by the old method. 

A new air heating apparatus was invented 
ently by the designers of the Youth Construc- 
| Designing Section, the Central Designing 
earch Institute under the Ministry of Trans- 
t Having great economic and _ hygienic 
antage, the heating apparatus can be installed 
Tailway station, school, office, dormitory, hotel, 
pital, etc. 

#ne designers of the Designing Research Instit-

© great achievements, too. They designed 
Andustrial building of parabolic style which 
dS no structural iron and lumber.

1 the design ensures safety in structure, 
S the assembling rate to 73 per cent by 
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DESIGNERS’ INNOVATION 


facilitating the standardization of prefab parts. 
A trailing farm machine factory will be built in 
Hamheung on this design. Besides these, they 
worked out a number of drawings which contri- 
bute greatly to the economization of building 
materials. 

Technicians of the Section for Second Project, 
Designing Research Institute for Hydro-electric 
Engineering, succeeded in drawing up a design 
for a waterway tunnel to be built without any 
props or frames. Concrete mixed with a fast- 
hardening material is jetted from an ejector in 
building cupola. This method economizes a large 
quantity of materials and raises labour producti- 
vity. If this method is introduced in the cons- 
truction of power stations to be built in Sudoosoo 
and Bochunbo, approximately 99,250 cubic 
metres of lumber, one million cubic metres of 
concrete, 1,870 tons of Iron, and _ 8,740,000 
mandays can be saved and at the same time 
labour productivity can be doubled. This means 
30-40 per cent in economization of construction 
cost. The new concrete tamping method can be 
applied in all underground and submerged stru- 
ctures. 

The workers of the Designing Section for 
Power Transmission of the same research insti- 
tute succeeded in improving the transmission 
tower, saving per tower 3.6 tons of iron material, 
4.5 cubic metres of lumber, 2.6 tons of cement, 
and 60 mandays. 

The designers of the Designing Institute for 
Ferrous Metal Industry drew up a design for 
introducing thinner lining in furnace No. 2 of 
the Hwanghai Iron Works. This will enlarge the 
capacity by 15 per cent. When introduced in 
production, it will increase iron output by 25,000 
tons. 

These are but a few of the achievements made 
by our designers. Many new reserves are now 
being tapped in succession. More economization 
means more production. Now designers are striv- 
ing to find ways to economize materials and to 
draw up more and better factories and houses. 

Such innovation of our designers will greatly 
expedite socialist construction and contribute a 
great deal to improving the living of the people.

K OREA is a mountainous couniry, 
77 per cent of the fotal area 
being mountain areas. However, the 
mountains give the people various 
riches of nature. 

For instance, take the case of Soo- 
dong County, South Hamkyung Pro- 
‘vince in the northeastern part of 
our country. 

_ Almost the entire area of Soodong 

County is covered with mountains. 
Yet today the county set up weav- 
ing, food, paper, and farm machine 
industries, using its rich natural re- 
sources. The mountains yield many 
kinds of wild fruits, nuts, wild 
grapes, strawberries, arrowroots, not 
to speak of a host of plants for 
pulp and fibre making. 

However, the people of this dis- 
trict failed in the past to make the 
best use of their surroundings. It 
was only after the June 1958 Plenum 
of the Party Central Committee 
which called for an upsurge in the 
local industry. 

Around this time Premier Kim 
‘Il Sung visited Changsung County 
in North Pyongan Province. 

The Premier said that every moun- 
tainous district must develop local 
industry by making the most of the 
wild fruits and raw materials, and 
to this end, a concrete investigation

of the resources and planned utili- 
zation must be undertaken. Chang- 
sung is almost as mountainous as 
Soodong. So what Premier Kim 
Il Sung said at Changsung was also 
for Soodong and inhabitants of Soo- 
dong took the Premier's instructions 
to their hearts. 

Encouraged by the instructions of 
Premier Kim Il Sung, the county 
inhabitants, under the leadership of 
the County Party Committee, resol- 
ved to have another look of their 
mountains. 

At first they studied closely the 
“geographical distribution of plants 
before drawing up a plan for setting 
up a local industry. 

Last year the county, through a 
mass drive, gathered some 130 tons 
of wild fruits and 60 tons of plants 
for fibre making. With these natural 
resources some 102,000 metres of 
fabrics, 23 kilo-litres of wine, 8 tons 
of jam and 16.5 tons of vegetable 
oil were made. Today the county 
produces a great variety of goods.

flower, bracken, and many fibre- 
giving plants. Last year the youth 
in Kwanpyung-ri and Unheung-ri se- 
cured through reclamation 6 and 4

while the workers of the weav- 
ing factory cultivated some 30 


jungbo cf waste land to raise plants 
for their factory. Altogether they 
cpened last year 220 jungbo oi 
mountainous areas for cultivation. 
However, this year they already 
have reclaimed some 330 jungbo. 

With the sources of raw materials 
being expanded, the local inhabi- 
tants are doing their utmost to turn 
out more goods. 

Take the wood-work production 
co-operative for instance. The mem- 
bers will expand the varieties of 
their products to 400, or 5 times the 
figure originally set for this year. 
Then the paper mill will have more 
than 20 kinds of paper. It is expect- 
ed that the county will turn out 
some 1,000 kinds of goods this 
year. 

Noteworthy is the fact that some 
3,000 housewives are engaged in 
domestic industry. And the fac- 
tories send out once or twice a 
week skilled workers to help the 
housewives. 

This year Soodong County, hid- 
den deep in mountains, will pro- 
duce 300,000 metres of fabrics, 
1,300 tons of soy and bean pasie, 
81 tons of edible oil, 125 tons of 
paper, 600 tons of cement.

Artists usually go to the factories 
and farms, which help them have 
a real understanding of life. 

They teach the workers and the 
peasants, thus expanding the ranks 
of artists among them. It goes with- 
out saying that a real artist comes 
from the people who loves his coun- 
try. Already from the ranks of work- 
ers and peasants have come many 
artists. In all spheres of drama, 
dance and national music signal 
success has been registered. 

Works on the Fatherland Libera- 
tion War, which are displayed in 
art galleries, gave a picture of how 
the Korean people heroically fought 
the enemy and won final victory. 
Reflected also in the paintings was 
the hatred of the people against 
the enemy and their determina- 
tion to crush the U.S. beasts. These 
pictures, depicting events which 
will go down in history, leave a 
lasting imprint in the hearts of 
people. 


Big strides were also made in 
agriculture. Very impressive was 
the Kiyang Irrigation Project in 
South Pyongan Province watering 
a wide area embracing five coun- 
ties and one city. 
land suffered from drought and 
flood, the per hectare yield being 


In the past the. 


only one ton. But now the rice 
harvest has increased 4 to 5 times. 
There are eight such big irrigation 
projects in the country and some 
800,000 hectares of fields are irri- 
gated. No more will the land suffer 
from natural calamities. There is a 
bumper crop every year. The num- 
ber of tractors sent to the farm 
land has increased from 8,050 to 
12,500. This year 4,000 medium-size 
and 5,000 small-size tractors will 
be sent to the countryside. 


Such great successes are attained 
in all fields of the national eco- 
nomy, industry, agriculture, etc. We 
are convinced that the demarcation 
line will in the not too distant fu- 
ture disappear. 
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Myths Exploded 
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During my 30-day stay in the 
Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea | visited, among other pla- 
ces, Hichun, Kaesong, Panmunjom, 
Bongdong, Shinchun, Madong, Chil- 
gol, Kiyang, Songrim, Heungnam, 
Shinpo and, of course, Pyongyang. 
As a journalist, | talked with minist- 
ers, functionaries, factory directors, 
labour heroes, combatant heroes, 
responsible workers of co-opera- 
tives, hospital directors, students, 
workers, peasants... | have con- 
versed with scores of ordinary 
men and women in Korea. 

| have reached the following 
conclusion: | am convinced that 
the Korean people have exploded 
two pure myths. 

The first myth exploded was one 
invented by the Japanese imperi- 
alists about Koreans being incapa- 
ble. of working, affer the liberation, 


independently and operating the 
paralyzed or destroyed factories. 
But we saw the WHwanghai Iron 
Works in full operation, with its 


annual capacity of hundreds of 
thousands of tons. We visited the 
construction site of the Vinalon 
Factory, the Korean workers’ pride 
in their creative capability. We 
visited the Hichun Machine-tool 
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Plant, textile mills, tractor plants, 
cement mills, and other factories 
that had never existed during the 


Japanese rule. 
Indeed, these examples are suf- 


ficient to contradict the lies on 
mechanical, technical and _ intellec- 
tual capacity of the Korean peo- 
ple. 

Ancther myth exploded by the 


Korean people is that of the invin- 
cibility of the U.S. Army. In 1950, 
the most savage aggressive war of 
modern times was unleashed in 
Korea by the United States. The 
American imperialists did not re- 
spect anything. 

Unfortified cities, schools, hospi- 
tals were destroyed by bombing. 
Women and children were slaught- 
ered. The United States resorted 
even to bacteriological warfare. A 
U.S. Congressman demanded Wa- 
to launch a nuclear war 
against Korea. 

However, in 1953 the Korean 
people forced the arrogant Ameri- 
cans to bow their head. Yes, the 
myth on the Yankees’ might was 
exploded at Panmunjom. 

And_ a third myth is now being 
exploded. This is the myth about 
“Two Koreas." If today there exist 


a “Northern Zone” and a “South- 
ern Zone," it is because the U.S. 
imperialist army has occupied the 
southern part of Korea. The peo- 
ple in the “Southern Zone" and 
those in the “Northern Zone” form 
a homogeneous Korean nation. 
There is no difference between » 
them. If there is any, in the south- 
ern part there are millions of un- 
employed while in the north there 
are none. In the north, there is not 
a single school age child kept 
from school or a single’ sick or 
wounded person left without medi- 
cal care. But children in: the south 
live in dirty hovels exposed to the 
elements. In the north mills and 
factories are operating every day. 
But in the south, chimneys do nof 
give off smoke. While the econo- 
mic life in the north is flourishing, 
that in the south is on the verge 
of bankruptcy. 

The present Korean people are 
struggling for peaceful unification 
of the country. The South Korean 
people have won a lot of battles 
in the struggle. 


The puppet government propped 
up by the Americans is today sur- 
rounded by the fires of the fight-— 
ing South Korean people—stu- . 
dents, workers, peasants, men and 
women of all social strata.

the Shimjin-jung Pavilion, the gate- 
way of Mt. Myohyang. 

The route was most picturesque 
with the Hyangsan River, towering 
peaks and nameless valleys. » 

An_ elderly-looking woman, a 
member of ‘the peasants’ excursion 
party from Pihyun County, Nortn 
Pyongan Province, who sat next 
to me, said: 

"Really, ours is a lovely country. 
Look at all that! Even the birds are 
singing the beauty of Mt. Myo- 
hyang!”’ 

“Isn't it though! Ours is a really 
lovely land.” 

She told me this was her first 
trip to this mountain. From her 
childhood she had heard about the 
_ beautiful landscape of Mt. Myo- 
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hyang. She had heard the story of 
Sage Susan and Samyungdang who 
once lived here. She wanted to 
see the mountain but simply could 
not afford it. Her father was then 
a tenant farmer. 

Then she added: 

“But we are enjoying a new life. 
| have been to Mt. Keumgang and 
the Pakyun Falls. And I'm really 
excited over this trip.” 

She chatted on endlessly men- 
tioning Sage Susan and other great 
names connected with Mt. Myo- 
hyang in the history of Korea. !n 
the Koryu dynasty about 740 years 
ago General Kim Chui Ryu re- 
pulsed the invading army of Khitan 
here. It was here, also, that some 
800 years ago the peasant army in 
northwest Korea fought gallantly 
the feudal ruling circles and land- 
lords. The army of Sage Susan was 


formed here to beat Hideyoshi's 
invasion of Korea in 1592. 

Many legends about ancient Ko- — 
rea and the Keokuryo Kingdom 
(Myth of Tangoon and Kojoomong) - 
center around Mt. Myohyang. And — 
several temples were built here in — 
the belief that Buddha would pro-— 
tect the country from alien invad- 
ers. 

As the bus approached our de- 
stination a small mountain town 
with its rest homes, schools, public 
buildings and houses came into 
view. Near the bus terminal stood 
the Shimjin-jung Pavilion, the gate- 
way to the mountain. The name 
means seeking the truth. A book, 
written by Ryun Bong in 1868 fells 
of the Shimjin-jung Pavilion being 
one of. the eight scenic spots of 
Mt. Myohyang. 

We turned in early the first night 
at Mt. Myohyang to prepare for 
the following day. j 

We started early next morning. 

It was a long climb to Sangwon- 


am. 
The azure sky was cloudless. 
Soon an imposing view unfolded 


itself revealing peaks 1,000 metres 
high above sea level soaring into 
the sky. The mountains were cloth- 
ed with pines, maples and other 
towering trees. 

To reach Sangwon-am we had to 
climb about 4 kilometres, now fol: 
the narrow path between 
rocks, now walking along stone 
walls holding on to chains. In” 
autumn one could pick up chest 
nuts on the way, and have a taste 
of wild grapes and cranberries. 

We admired the Keumgang Falls 
and Daiha Falls as well as the 
Chunshi Falls. plunging down some- 
200 metres. j 

Before running into the Ryong- 
yun Falls water from the Chunshin | 
Falls forms a narrow siream over 
a rock bed on which are carved 
writings of the famous calligraphist 
of the Li Dynasty, Yang Sa Eun. 
One of them reads: “This place is 
wonderful; the mist and clouds 
hang in mid air.” 


lowing 
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On this rock stands the Sangwon- 
am Cloister, which is believed to 
have been built in the period of 
fhe Koryu Dynasty, but the present 


building was rebuilt in the 16th 
century. On the right side of the 
cloister, there is the Ryonggak 


Stone 16 metres high with two old 
pine trees growing on it.

“The Dooman River” 
(Part I) 


“The Dooman River” is a new 
feature film produced in 1960 by 
the Korean Feature Film Studio. 

The story of the film is based on 
Li Ki Yung'’s novel of the same 
title. It is adapted for screen play 
by Li Jong Soon, and directed by 
Chun Sang In. | 

The story centres around a peas- 
ant family of Pak Kom Son in 
Songwol-dong, Choongchung Provin- 
ce, at the end of last century and 
the beginning of this century. 

This period was a particularly 
difficult one for Korea. Tne West- 
ern imperialists began gradually to
